LAND COULD PROVIDE DIRT AND POSSIBLE INDUSTRIAL DEVELOPMENT NEAR COUNTY LANDFILL 


Coffee County Commission passes on purchase of 157 acres of land

The Coffee County Commission 
concluded its bi-monthly meeting in 
less than an hour even with a 10- 
plus minute recess thrown in. 

Probably the most significant 
action taken by the commission was 
the rejection of a motion to purchase 
a 157 acre parcel of land located 
across the road from the county 
landfill on AL. Hwy. 125 just north- 
east of Elba. The price of the land 
was $295,000 which included a 
house. 

Commissioner Linda Westbrook, 
after commenting that the commis- 
sion had been discussing the pur- 
chase of the land across from the 
landfill for some time, made a 
motion to go ahead with the pur- 
chase by contacting South Alabama 
Electric Cooperative concerning a 
ten-year interest free loan. She noted 
the land could be used for supplying 
dirt to the landfill and possibly 
industrial development. 

Commissioner Robert Stephens 
offered an amendment to 
Westbrook’s motion that should the 
loan be secured and the land pur- 
chased, the highway department and 
the landfill place in their annual 


-budgets the sums of $10,000 and 


$25,000 respectively to go toward 
the repayment of the loan. 

In the discussion of the motions, 
Commissioner Doug Dalrymple 
commented, “I think we are getting 
a little ahead of ourselves. I don’t 
think the commission has ever 
decided to purchase the property at 
the price they’re wanting.” 

Commissioner Stephens said, “I 
realize the property is high ...I think 
for the well being of the landfill and 
highway department the property is 
something that we need.” 

He noted that they [commission- 
ers] had just looked at buying a 
small parcel of land just two miles 
from this site to be used as a “clay 
pit” for $36,000 “which we’re going 
to do.” 

Westbrook said the land could 
also be used to construct a water 
treatment plant for the landfill and in 
time, the gases produced by the 
landfill could be utilized in an indus- 
trial manner. 

Both Westbrook’s motion and 
Stephens’ amendment were voted 
down 4 to 3 with Westbrook, 


Stephens and Kayo 
Lewis voting for, and 
Commissioners Tom 
Grimsley, Dalrymple, 
Len Averett and 
Brooks opposing the 
action. 

Randy Tindell, 
Coffee County 
Engineer, expressed 
disappointment in the 
action by the commis- 
sion and hopes they 
will reconsider. 

Turning to other 
matters of business, 
RAY ee a Me 
Commissioner Ronnie Burns pre- 
sented his annual report - as required 
by law - to the commissioners for 
their approval prior to its being sub- 
mitted to the state. In the report, he 
details the insolvents, litigations and 
settlements for the previous year. 

He told the commission that his 
office had collected $7,034,000 in 
taxes during the past year. 

Burns summed up his report com- 
menting, “This has been an awful 
good year for our office. Basically, 
the state owes us roughly $25 back 
out of $7,034 for this year.” With 
that, he asked the commissioners to 
approve the settlement so he could 
carry it to Montgomery this week. 

The county engineer had only a 
couple of items to present to the 
commission for their consideration. 

First, he presented the recommen- 
dation by the landfill committee that 
the credit application from 
Enterprise State Junior College be 
approved. Commissioners okayed 
the application. 

Second, Tindell asked for the 
commission’s permission to adver- 
tise for bids for preparation and 
paving of Co. Rd. 623. He noted, 
“This road is a budgeted road and is 
a part of our paving schedule.” This 
was also approved. 

County Administrator Wilson 
Mobley reported that the buy-out 
portion of the hazard mitigation pro- 
ject was nearing completion, and the 


next phase involves the relocation of 


two county residents - one in the Big 
Creek area (Wayne White residence) 
and the other in the Whitewater 
Creek area (Jewel Turner residence). 

The cost of relocating the Turner 
residence is $11,700 with the county 
paying $2,925 and the Federal

The Elba School Board met last 
Wednesday evening and had some 
good news for teachers and other 
staff members who didn’t have 
tenure. They had all been formally 
terminated at the end of the school 
year but each was issued a letter 
renewing their contract for the next 
year upon a recommendation of 
Superintendent Charles Pearce and 
a unanimous vote of the board. 
There are three teaching vacan- 
cies in the school system which 
Pearce recommended waiting to fill 
until the total state allotted teacher 
unit allocations are determined. 
Under the guidelines for earning 
teacher units, Elba would lose 1.98 
units this year. However, the “40 
day report” was taken right after the 
1998 Elba flood in which 47 stu- 
dents were lost due to family dis- 
placements. Pearce noted that all 
but 15 were back before the year 
ended and he has applied for a hard- 
ship waver on the 40 day report and 
expects it to be approved.

Enterprise attorney disbarred 


for misuse of trust funds 


A prominent Enterprise attorney 
has been disbarred as a result of an 
investigation into complaints of 
misuse of trust funds for personal 
gain 

On June 4, Daniel F. Carmichael 
Jr. was disbarred from the practice 
of Jaw by the Alabama Supreme 
Court. The action was taken in con- 
junction with Carmichael’s consent 
to disbarment which was filed with 
the Disciplinary Board of the 
Alabama State Bar. 

he Bar’s disciplinary rules allow 
an attorney who is the subject of an 
investigation or proceeding involy- 
ing misconduct to voluntarily sur- 
render his or her license,

County man among six individuals 
arrested in federal drug round-up 


A Coffee County man has been 
arrested in a federal drug bust. 

Last Wednesday, local, state and 
federal law enforcement officers 
conducted a round-up of suspects 
wanted on federal drug indictments. 

All of the suspects were arrested 
in the Wiregrass area on federal 
grand jury indictments charging 
them with conspiracy to manufac- 
ture methamphetamine.

Medicare Safe Deposit Box Act of 
1999 (HR 1259) to ensure that 
every dime of the Social Security 
Trust Fund surplus remains in the 
Trust Fund for future beneficiaries. 

Social Security is a sacred trust 
between the government and the 
American people; a trust that must 
be maintained and strengthened. 
Two thirds of our seniors rely on 
Social Security for at least half of 
their income. Low-wage workers 
look to Social Security for 80 per- 
cent of their income when they 
retire or become disabled. With 
such a heavy reliance on Social 
Security, it is critical that steps be 
taken to ensure that Social Security 
does not face a future financial cri- 
sis. 

As the number of American 
retirees increases dramatically, the 
number of workers who support 
their benefits through FICA taxes is 
dropping. In 1940, there were 42 
workers paying into the Social 
Security system for each Social 
Security beneficiary. Today, there 
are just three workers for each ben- 
eficiary; and, in 35 years that ratio 
will decrease to only two workers 
for each Social Security recipient. 
If no action is taken to address the 
long-term solvency of Social 
Security, the Trust Fund will be 
exhausted in 2034. 

It is obvious that Americans 
depend upon Social Security and 
expect it to be there for them, The 
conservative Congress agrees. 
However, protecting and ultimately 
reforming Social Security for future 
generations will require 

the combined efforts of the 
Congress and the White House to 
accomplish, Protecting the Social 
Security surplus right now is a good 
first step in that process. 

The Social Security and Medicare 
Safe Deposit Act, passed by the 
House on May 26, creates a “lock 
box” to protect all of the expected 
$1.8 trillion Social Security Trust 
Fund surplus over the next 10 years, 
If the lock box legislation is enacted 
into law, it would mark the first time 
since the Social Security Act was 
passed in 1935 that every Trust 
Fund penny would be off limits for 
any federal spending except Social 
Security and Medicare. 
Furthermore, Social Security sur- 
pluses would be declared off limits 
for federal budget calculations, 

While the House of 
Representatives has taken action to 
protect 100 percent of the Social 
Security surplus, it is disappointing 
to note that the White House has not 
joined us. In fact, the Clinton

Nutritionists have some pointed 
advice for the countless numbers of 
Americans who Skip breakfast in 
the morning: they're doing them 
selves far more harm than good. 

For most people, skipping the 
inorning meal is prompted entirely 

~ oy dietary concerns. They think 
fewer meals mean fewer calories. 
But this is a myth. The problem is 
the time between supper and the 
next day’s lunch can run as long as 
16 hours . Mood sugar drops and 
you may feel really rotten by the 


of mental performance. If your brain 
lacks fuel, you may not think well 
during early morning hours prior to 
lunch 

Children who forego breakfast are 
at the worst disadvantage. Studies 
exploring the effects of breakfast on 
learning ability have shown children 
who eat breakfast tend to do much 
better in school. Those people who 
skip breakfast to control weight may 
be in for a shock, 

The problem with this approach 1s 
you get very hungry prior to lunch, 
and you are more inclined to snack 


tend to do worse with calories than 
people who cat breakfast. It’s often 
been said even a mediocre breakfast 
is better than no breakfast at all. 
Even bad breakfasts are better than 
no breakfast at all. It's not all that 
hard to get a good breakfast. 
Breakfast cereals are fortified and 
pancakes made with milk can pro- 
vide some calcium, 

All in all, breakfast presents an 
excellent opportunity to the nutri- 
ents the body needs to carry it 
through the day 

Even a slice of cake and a glass of 


calcium and other nutrients. 

On the other hand, there’s one 
quick-energy breakfast approach 
that should be avoided, Within the 
last decade, sodas have become 
popular breakfast drinks — for 
teenagers and young adults, The 
problem is many young people con- 
sume sodas at the exclusion of other 
breakfast foods, and the effects of 
this can be harmful.

random acts of terrorism 

urents need to be aware that chil 
dren may react strongly to those 
and should be prepared to 
discuss their child’s thoughts and 
feelings. The following are some 
euidelines for parents 

Be honest about the situation 
ive your children information at 
their own level and put it in context. 
Lxplain that even though frighten 
ng things happen to children every 
once in awhile, most children go 
about their day with no harm. Don’t 
deseribe unlikely scenarios that 
would unnecessarily frighten your 
children, 

It helps to know what information 

our child is getting. Monitor their 

exposure to television reports, and 
help explain what they see if they 
do watch television. Ask them what 
they are hearing at school and if 
necessary, give them factual infor- 
mation to dispel rumors they are 
hearing from others. 

Limit the amount of exposure to 
violent movies, videos, or computer 
games. The impact of violence for 
children is cumulative. 

Understand that children of dif- 
ferent ages react differently. 
Younger children may react by 
showing more separation anxiety

when their parents leave them at 
daycare or Older 
may present a rough exterior or act 


school children 
out aggressive behavior 

Provide extra emotional support 
for your children 
precautions and practice routines of 
going to and from with 
them. Teach your children that they 
should go to an adult that they trust 
if they feel threatened in any situa 
tion. 

Avoid infecting you children’s 
lives with your own anxiety. If you 
are feeling overwhelmed by anxiety 
caused by traumatic events, take 
Steps to deal with your own feelings 
before your children are affected 

Be aware of other areas of chil

dren’s lives that may make them 
especially vulnerable to 
regarding violence against children 
Children who have experienced a 
traumatic incident in the past, chil 
dren who are grieving a personal 
tragedy, and children who are ill are 
all more susceptible to anxiety 
regarding other events 

Children need personal reassut 
ance. Tell them what you are doing 
to ensure their safety; tell your chil- 
dren what their daycare provider or 
teacher is doing to maintain safety; 
and tell children what they can do to 
enhance their own safety. 

Don’t overdo it. Maintain normal 
routines for eating, sleeping, and 
play. Keep an eye open for any 
signs of anxiety

centered around diseases in toma 
toes and folks that have lost newly 
planted shrubs. Within the article 
this week T would like to atk about 
these two problems and of course it

Along the lines of disease control 
in tomatoes one problem that we 
have seen this year is tomato spot 
ted wilt virus. There are many, 
many wilts that can attack toma 
Chere are bacterial canker, 
hacterial spot, late blight, early 
blight, on and on and on. Tomato 
Spotted Wilt, however, is so vigor 
agyressive itis very hard 
with it. When you 
have this virus, tomatoes begin to 
go through a wilt. In fact, they 
almost look as though they are 
Starving for water. At this point 
people water them thinking that 
will bring them out of it. And then 
the virus begins to move through 
the plant, browning and killing the 
leaves ata very, very rapid rate. For 
example, you may check your 
toady and see a little bit of 
wilt and them two days later and 
the disease has moved all over the 
plant without ever slowing down 
lhe edges of the leaves also have a 
purplish tinge to them, When you 
see these signs you can pretty well 
bet that this particular wilt virus ‘is 
what you have 

Phe bad news is, it is really hard 
to do much with Spotted Wilt Virus 
Phere have been many researchers 
that have tried various mixtures, 
but for the home owner many of 
them are not very practical. You can 
slow the disease down to some 
extent, but to totally control it is 
almost impossible. The best thing 
to do, once you notice a plant with 
these symptoms, 1s to pull that plant 
out of the population and to start

Another question has centered 
around folks that have planted new 
shrubs around their yards and farms 
and have had a high degree of loss 
in these shrubs. In taking a look ata 
few of them, | think | have noticed 
about three things that have brought 
on the problem. One has been that 
they are in a droughty area and 
have simply lacked water at certain 
times. Newly planted shrubs badly 
need to be watered frequently until 
they establish system 
Secondly, sometinies, the plant has 
not been planted deep enough or it 
is the wrong kind of shrub for the 
area itis planted in. For exampie, 
you wouldn't plant a high mainte 
nance shrub up near a highway 
where you are not able to water and 
care for it as frequently as you 
could down by your home 

Phirdly, another problem we 
have seen in newly planted shrubs 
is poor fertility to get the plant 
started, All three of these problems 
can add up to certain amount of loss 
in shrubs that you have planted 

One way to solve this problem is 
to buy shrubs from nurseries that 
have done a good job of keeping 
the shrubs well maintained. Dig 
your hole plenty deep and plenty 
wide to accommodate the root 
mass. Add some manure, either 
bagged or right out of the pasture, 
to the hole and then put a generous 
portion of water to the hole. Plant 
the shrub in this ‘soil soup”, and 
then pack the soil tightly with either 
your hand or foot around the shrub 
Add a good commercial fertilizer a 
week to two weeks later along with 
regular watering to make sure the 
shrubbery will last. 

Some areas are really hard to 
maintain. | have an area at my 
house, up near the highway, that’s 
this same way. | know that if I plant 
ten plants there is a good chance 
that | could loose a couple of them 
But, as a general rule, in most areas, 
this particular formula will help 
you to have more vigorous and 
healthy shrubs later on

Carbon Monoxide 
needless risk

monoxide. Such as the one in 1997 
in Silver Spring, Md., where an 
entire family died when a car run- 
ning in an attached garage filled 
their home with deadly carbon 
monoxide. There am too many trag- 
ic examples of what can happen 
when people am uninformed about 
the risks associated with carbon 
monoxide. 

Carbon monoxide is an odorless, 
colorless, Under the 
right conditions, it can kill a person 
or even groups of people in a matter 
of minutes 


tasteless gas 


Carbon monoxide is produced 
from the burning of any fossil fuel 
such as gas, oil, kerosene, wood or 
charcoal. Where fossil-fuel appli- 
ances are handled and maintained 
properly, the amounts of carbon 
monoxide produced don’t reach 
dangerous levels. 

But, in cases of faulty appliances 
or where they're used improperly, 
dangerous levels of carbon monox- 
ide can result. In fact, hundreds of 
people die accidentally every year 
from carbon monoxide poisoning, 
often in cases where appliances 
either are improperly maintained or 
misused, Pyen more die from car- 
bon monoxide produced from idling 
cars, Fetuses, infants, elderly peo- 
ple and people with anemia or with 
a history of head or respiratory dis- 
ease are especially susceptible to 
the effects of carbon monoxide, 

Low levels of carbon monoxide 
exposure cause shortness of breath, 
mild nausea, and headaches and 
may even pose longer-term risks to 
health. However, since many ( 
these symptoms are similar to the 
flu, many people never make the 
connection with carbon monoxide 
exposure, 

At moderate levels of carbon 
monoxide exposure, people typical- 
ly get severe headaches, become 
dizzy, are mentally confused, 
become nauseated or may faint, 
Even at moderate levels of expo- 
sure, death can occur if people are 
exposed to carbon monoxide for 
long periods of time 


If you've suffered exposure to 
carbon monoxide, the first rule of 
thumb is to open doors and win 
dows, turn off combustion appli 
Phen go 
immediately to an emergency room 
and tell the doctor you suspect car 
bon monoxide poisoning. Be pre 
pared to answer the follow ques 
tions for the doctor: * Do your 
symptoms occur only in the house? 
* Do these symptoms appear to 
decrease when you leave home but 
reappear when you return? * Is any 
one in your household complaining 
of similar symptoms? * Did every 
one’s symptoms appear at the sare 
time? * Were you using any fuel 
burning appliances in die home 
When the symptoms occurred? 
Has anyone inspected your appli 
ances lately, and am you certain 
they're working properly?

If you're looking for a pill for 
someone special, why not consider 
a carbon monoxide detector 
Granted, it’s not the most romantic

the difference between a healthy 
baby and one suffering from birth 
defects, Aside from taking preven 
tive measures in the home, such as 
making sure fossil fuel appliances 
are vented, carbon monoxide detec 
tors are One of the most effective 
ways to reduce the risk of exposure 
However, in shopping for carbon

CPSC and ADPH alert consumers 
to lawn and garden danger 


The U.S, Consumer Product 
Safety Commission and — the 
Alabama Department of Public 
Health remind consumers to prac 
tice safety and common sense when 
working in their yards and gardens 
this summer. About 230,000 people 
each year are treated in hospital 
emergency rooms for injuries relat 
ing to various lawn and garden 
tools. 

Each year, about 75 people are 
killed and about 20,000 are injured 
on or near riding lawnmowers and 
garden tractors. One out of every 
five deaths involves a child, CPSC 
estimates that most of the deaths to 
children occurred when a child was 
in the path of a moving mower. 

“No parent wants his or her child 
to be one of these statistics,” said 
Dr. Jim McVay, director, Bureau of 
Health Promotion and Information, 
Alabama Department of Public 
Health. “Young children move 
quickly and are attracted to mowing 
activity, but they don’t understand 
the dangers it poses. Parents should 
keep young children away from any 
outdoor power equipment.” 

The CPSC safety standard for 
walk-behind mowers has substan- 
tially reduced the number of mower 
injuries. In addition, CPSC has 
worked with industry on a standard 
for riding mowers to stop the blade 
if the rider gets off or falls off the 
seat. 

CPSC advises consumers to learn 
about the hazards of each piece of 
equipment, and take the following 
precautions to prevent injuries to 
children and themselves from lawn 
and garden equipment: 

¢ Children should never be in the 
yard while it is being mowed, and 


Eating well during vacation can 
be fun as well as nutritious

Maintaining a balanced diet while 
on vacation this summer will help 
make the trip more enjoyable. 
You'll feel better and have enough 
energy to do all the things on your 
itinerary. 

Breakfast is important, even dur- 
ing vacation. Research indicates we 
are better able to think and answer 
questions later in the morning if we 
eat a good, nutritious breakfast. 

Today, many motels and hotels 
include an expanded continental 
breakfast in the cost of the room, 
Take advantage of these ‘five 
breakfasts. Have a bagel with low- 
fat cream cheese or jelly, some fruit, 
and a glass of juice rather than just 
a doughnut and coffee. Some of 
these breakfasts even offer cereal 
and milk if you’d rather have that. 

If the hotel does not offer break- 
fast, try a restaurant with a breakfast 
bar. These are great. Many tempt 
your appetite with fresh fruit whole- 
grain breads and rolls. The key is to 
balance your breakfast and eat more 
than the hash browns, eggs, bacon, 
and sausages. 

People who eat three meals a day 
am more likely to got the recom- 
mended nutrients than those who 
eat just one or two meals and use 
snacks between meals. We know 
from the research that has come out 
in the past few years that vitamins, 
and minerals are better absorbed 
when you spread your intake of 
them throughout the day. Large 
doses in one meal are all competing 
to be absorbed -some get through 
and some do not, So even though a 
meal has high nutrient levels, com- 
petition keeps us from being able to 
absorb all of the nutrients efficient- 
ly. 

If lunch and dinner will be restau- 
rant meals, looking for restaurants 
with variety on the menu or those 


with fruit, vegetable, or salad bars. 
Even some of the traditional fast- 
food, hamburger restaurants offer 
salads or salad bars, Many restau- 
rants have lunch specials where you 
can have the salad bar or a house 
salad and soup or a sandwich. These 
offer more balanced nutrition than a 
fried hamburger and french fries. 

Though the hamburger and 
french fry lunch gets disparaged it 
is not totally bad. It is fine as an 
occasional meal. Look for restau- 
rants that advertise broiled rather 
than fried or grilled meat. You do 
need two to three servings a day of 
protein: meat, poultry, fish, 
legumes, or nuts for a balanced diet. 
These protein foods also give you 
iron and the B vitamins. 

Planning a picnic as part of the 
day’s activities is also a good way 
to have a balanced meal, Even if 
you have to travel light, you can 
pack a soft-sided insulated bag. You 
can chill boxed fruit juices and 
fresh fruits and vegetables from a 
local store with vending-machine 
ice. Add some bread and cheese, 
and you have a wonderful picnic 
lunch, 

The trick to getting the nutrition 
you need is to follow the guidelines 
of the food guide pyramid. All 
groups in the food guide pyramid 
are important to meet the nutrients 
recommended for wellness and 
health, In addition to the two to 
three servings of the meat/poultry 
group, each day everyone should 
build a foundation of six to I I sery- 
ings of the bread/cereal group and 
have two to four servings of the 
fruit group, three to five of the veg 
etable group, and two to three of the 
dairy group. 

Of course you can splurge on 
vacation. It wouldn't be a vacation 
otherwise, Unless you are on a doc- 
tor's recommended diet, enjoy 
some special extras, but don’t forget 
the basics. They will help keep you 
healthy during your vacation, 
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they should never ride on the 
mower, More than 800 young chil 
dren get run over or backed over by 
riding mowers each year. This hap 
pens when children fall while being 
given rides, or when they approach 
the operating mower. 

* Never assume children will 
remain where they were last seen, 
Be alert and turn off the mower if 
children enter the mowing area, 
Use extra care when backing up or 
going around comers, shrubs, trees 
or other obstacles 

* Many children suffer serious 
bums to their hands and arms when 
they touch the hot muffler of run- 
ning or recently running engines. 
Keep children away from power 
equipment, (more 

* Know how to operate the equip- 
ment. Know where the controls are 
and what they do. Make sure the 
equipment is in proper operating 
condition and guards or other safe- 
ty devices have not been removed 
or disabled. 

* Dress appropriately for the job. 
This includes: sturdy shoes with 
slip-resistant rubber soles, long 
pants and long-sleeved shirts, 
close-fitting clothes, eye protection, 
heavy gloves, hearing protection 
when needed, and no jewelry, 
which can get caught in moving 
parts. 

* Before mowing, walk around 
the area to remove any objects such 
as sticks, glass, metal, wire, stones 
and string that could cause injury or 
damage equipment. Nails and wire 
are the most hazardous objects 
thrown by mowers, capable of 
killing bystanders. 

* Never work with electric power 
tools in wet or damp conditions. 


For protection against electrocu 
tion, use a ground fault circuit inter- 
rupter. These come in several mod 
els, including portable plug-in types 
and as part of some extension 
cords 

* Be sure that extension cords are 
in good condition, are rated for out 
door use, and are the proper gauge 
for the electrical current capacity of 
the tool 

* Before making adjustments or 
clearing jams near moving parts, 
unplug electric tools and disconnect 
spark plug wires on gasoline-pow- 
ered tools, 

* Be sure that power tools are 
turned off and made inoperable if 
they must be left unattended. This 
will help prevent use by children, 

* Handle gasoline carefully. 
Remember never to fill gas tanks 
while machinery is operating or 
when equipment is still hot. Do not 
fuel equipment indoors. Wipe up 
spills. Store gas in an approved 
container away from the house. 
Finally, never smoke or use any 
type of flame around gasoline.

TSU Upward Bound 
continues its mission 


The Upward Bound program at 
Troy State University will continue 
its mission of preparing area high 
school students to pursue further 
education, as it has received feder- 
al funding for an additional five 
years. 

Mary Griffin, director of the pro- 
gram, said she officially learned 
last week that the U.S. Department 
of Education had approved the 
funding —approximately $248,000 
annually. 

Griffin added that of all Upward 
Bound grant proposals in the state 
up for financial review this spring, 
only three received funding for five 
years. She said the criteria for 
funding includes evaluating the 
needs of the area served, the pro- 
gram’s plan of operation, perfor- 
mance of the staff and quality of 
personnel. 

Upward Bound at TSU, founded 
in 1992, serves approximately 50 
high school students from Pike, 
Coffee and Dale counties. It pro- 
vides academic assistance and 
counseling to students who meet at 
least one of two key criteria, 
Griffin said. 

“Applicants must meet certain 
income guidelines or they must be 
potential first-generation college 
students,” she said. “The ultimate 
goal of the program is to have the 
students graduate from high school 
and continue some sort of post-sec 
ondary education.” 

The data show the program is 
meeting these goals. Currently, 55 
of the program’s 80 high school 
graduates are enrolled in either a 
post-secondary institution or are in 
the military, 11 have received some 
post-secondary education and eight 
have graduated or are scheduled to

According to local tire dealers, 
the compliance with the new con- 
cerning disposition of used tires will 
cause no immediate problem. 

Failure to properly dispose of old 
and used tires, under the new law, 
could cost individuals and/or busi- 
nesses a $300 fine plus $5 per tire. 

The bill recently passed by the 
Alabama Legislature bans the ille- 
gal dumping/burning of tires. 
Alabama was the last Southeastern 
state to pass such legislation. 

Under the new law, scrap tires 
have to be delivered or picked up 
and properly disposed of by a 
licensed operator. Anyone in the 
business of collecting, receiving or 
transporting scrap tires will haye to 
buy an annual license for $25. 
Compani that maintain large 
fleets of vehicles and dispose of 
their own tires will have to buy a 
$250 license. 

In checking with several local tire 
dealers, they said, at the present 
time, the new law will not present 
any great problem for them. 

According to Kay Johnson, busi- 
ness manager of O.K. Tire Store, 
“We are, and have been, paying for 
our old scrap tires to be properly 
disposed of. From time to time, job- 
bers who are in that business call on 
us and pick up a load of tires.” 

She added that they check to

ing up the tires are properly licensed 
to collect and properly dispose of 
the old tire. 

There is an added expense to 
local tire dealers for disposing of 
the old tires. The cost of “getting 
rid” of the old ures ranges from 85¢ 
to $1 each for a car tire and $3 plus 
each for a truck tire. Unless the old 
tire removed from a vehicle has 
some tread left on it and can be sold 
as a “used” tire, the expens” of 
“properly” disposing of the old ‘ire 
is passed on to the consumer. 

Ronald Bryan, owner of Brya: 5 
Auto-Say, echoed Johnson’s con 
ments on the state’s new tire dispo 
sition law 

“We too are already in compli- 
ance with the new law simply out of 
necessity,” he said, “During the 
course of time, we accumulate a lot 
of old tires that have to be moved or 
stored, and we don’t have the stor 
age room, So, about every couple of 
months, we have someone come by, 
and we pay them to take the old 
ures.” 

Jerry Weeks, owner of Weeks 1 ire 
Company, said, “The new law will 
have little or no effect on our pre 
sent operation since we already are 
disposing of our old tires through a 
certified collection agency.” 

Weeks noted that states al! around 
Alabama, Florida in particular, have 
been required to dispose Of tres in 
the proper fashion using shredders 
and/or regulated landiills for quite 
some time 

“We knew that it was just a mat 
ter of time before Alabama would 
enact legislation requiring the prop 
er disposition of old tires,” he said, 
“We are ahead of the game since we 
are already in compliance.” 

The experts estimate — that 
Alabamians dispose of about 4.5 
million tires annually, most of them 
properly, either through  serap 
processors, burned as fuel or buried 
in a regulated landfill 


One of the major problems with 
improperly disposed of tires is the 
health hazard they create. They 
make a perfect breeding ground for 
mosquitoes and snakes. One of the 
main requirements for businesses 
maintaining a tire disposal landfill 
is that they spray on a regular basis. 
The old tires can also be a fire haz- 
ard. 

Most people connected to the tire 
industry feel that the new law is a 
positive move for the state in that it 
will bring about better enforcement 
policies. It is expected that business 
will increase at all regulated land- 
fills. One such facility, Little Tire 
Recycling, is located in neighbor- 
ing Covington County in the 
Carolina Community, It is owned 
and operated by David Little
